Mo., 
on August 2 and 3, under Ihe 
leadership of Governor Thomas 
E. Dewcy of New York and Gov- 
ernor Jo'hn-W. Bricker of Ohio, 
gave Uie nalion a sample of Ihe 
kind of cooperalion 
that 
will 


characterize the naUonal admin- 
istration afler next January 20. 


While Ihe Democrats were bus- 


ily telling people thai the Repub- 
lican ticket is "immature and in- 
cxpercnced." Dewey and Bricker 
were proving that they are just 
the opposite—by their actions. If 
anything cither immature or in- 
experienced 
happened 
at 
the 


conference, it escaped Uic wary 
eyes of experienced Washington 
reporters who were on hand to 
record any fumbling of the ball. 


As a mailer of fuel, one Irainccl 


Washinglon • rcporlcr was heard 
to observe, "If Ihis is inexperience 
and immaturity, we need some of 
it on the Potomac." 


A study of the ai poini.s in the 


"statement of policy" adopted by 
Ihe Republican governors shows 
Uial, contrary to what New Deal- 
ers say, the Republicans have an 
experienced eye and a practiced 
hand in national government af- 
fairrs as these arc related to slalc 
problems.

7T is not our intention to record 


the history of the war in North 


Africa; neither shall we attempt to 
present all the members of Eisen- 
hower's great staff who assisted 
him in his epoch-making cam- 
paign. We shall confine ourselves 
largely to Eisenhower, liimsolf, to 
keep you standing by his side as 
he directs these battles, and issues 
his orders, to observe his reactions 
as a man as well as a soldier — the 
human Eisenhower. 


We sec him first as a diplomat 


as he sits in conference with his 
American advisers, his British col- 
leagues, and French leaders. 


When, on Nov. 10. 19-52. he ap- 


proved the French General Giraud 
as leader of the French Forces in 
North Africa, to organize the 
French Army again to take up the 
fight on the side of the Allies, lie 
remarked, "He (Giraud) and ] 
understand each other perfectly. 3 
an sure of this. There is no doubt 
about the complete unison of both 
sides to work together to establish 
a sound basis for the conduct of 
affairs in this country." 


In the meantime Americans were 


battling for Oran, the capitulation

Eisenhower sent word to Maj.-Gcn 
Lloyd H. Frcdcndall to "clean i 
up."

WITH the fall of Casablanca, on 


Nov. 11, Eisenhower faced the 


choice of driving on into Tunisia 
or going into Lybia. He decided to 
nakc the gamble to "grab Tunis" 
ind bottle up the Axis along the 
coastline while General Montgom- 
ery with the British forces were 
driving across North Africa to 
ioin him. 


Another crucial decision con- 


fronted Eisenhower. Who should 
be intrusted with the political ad- 
ministration of the French terri- 
tory now under his command in 
North Africa? The French were 
politically divided into two groups 


Admiral Jean Francois Darlan 


declared himself High Commis- 
sioner in French North Africa and 
West Africa. To meet the critical 
emergency General Eisenhower. 
and his government behind him, 
decided to support the situation on 
the grounds of military necessity. 
He considered the move essential 
in the light of the military crisis.

For Flabby IHSA 


Participation in All-Star 


Ball Game is Given 


as Cause 


Champaign. III.. Aug. 25.—(AP) 


Albery (Alby) Plain. 17-year-old 
Springfield high school basketball 
anil baseball star, was declared in- 
eligible for senior year competi- 
tion in a ruling1 today by the board 
of directors of the Illinois High 
School Association. 


Plain was blacklisted for play- 


ing in an All-Star baseball game 
last July 14 in violation of JHSA 
rules against prep 
participation 


in such competition, the board an- 
nounced. ' 


The decision, the first involving 


the rule which has stirred a state- 
wide 
controversy 
among 
prep 


sport fans, is final and cannot be 
appealed, said Albert Willis, Chi- 
cago, executive secretary of the 
association. 


In Springfield, however.' J. R. 


Fitzpatrick. lumber dealer 
and 


publisher of a weekly newspaper 
which sponsored 
Plain's all-star 


participation, announced he would 
file in Cook county court next 
week "a suit seeking an order to 
have the decision set aside." 


Plain made no comment but his 


father, H. U. Plain. Springfield 
grocer, said the youth would con- 
tinue in prep sports, possibly at a 
prep school not affiliated with the 
IHSA. Principal Lyman K. Davis 
of Springfield high school said 
Plain may enroll at Lake Forest 
Academy, which is not an IHSA 
member. 


Holds Rule Violated 


The board held Plain's partici- 


pation in a game at Comiskey 
Park, Chicago, violated an asso- 
ciation rule prohibiting "a student 
enrolled in any member school" 
from playing with "any so-called 
'all-star' team under penalty of 
one year irieligibility." 


Davis 
contended 
before 
the 


board late yesterday that Plain 
was not enrolled during the sum- 
mer vacation period and therefore 
was not subject to the rule, but 
the board later voted this inter- 
pretation: 


"This rule shall be interrupted 


as prohibiting high school players 
from playing on All-Star basket- 
ball or football teams regardless 
of how such teams may be chosen 
or what section "of the country 
they may presume to represent. 


Vlt shall .however, not be inter- 


preted as prohibiting a high school 
player from playing on a so-called 
"Ail-Star baseball 
team during 


the summer months, provided such 
team" is composed of players all 
of whom reside in the same local 
area. 


To Clarify Rule 


"The term 'enrolled' as it ap- 


plies to this section of the rules 
•hall be interpreted to mean that 
If a student once attends a high 
ichool he continues to be enrolled 
In that school until his graduation 
or 
transfer 
to 
another 
high 


school." 


Willis said the exception made 


on summer all-star baseball teams 
chosen from local area stars ap- 
plies to municipal league or sand- 
lot games. The July !•{ game in- 
volved All-Stars from Illinois, In- 
diana and Wisconsin. 


He said the board instructed 


him to prepare an amendment to 
be submitted by the board to the 
associations' 950 school members 
meeting here Oct. 11 "that would 
clarify the present wording of the 
All-Star rule." 


Fitzpatrick told a reporter the 


decision "shows not the wording 
of the rules ..counts but rather the 
board's interpretations. The lan- 
guage in the rules was clear 
enough.!'
